The statute is clear that they shall 
adopt promotional examinations for the 
whole civil service of Cook county, except 
class A A, which are the heads of institutions 
appointed by the president of the county 
board.“ 

Judge Dunne further declared that the evi- 
dence showed that a promotional examina- 
tion could have been held for the office of 
medical director, as there were several phy-

Views of President Foreman. 


President Foreman of the county board was

The ballots 
remained unchanged until nearly 2 o’clock 
yesterday morning, when the jurors in favor 
of acquittal began to waver, and at 6 o’clock 


Walter J. Dowling, the last juror to change 


his ballot, voted for a finding of guilty. 

When the verdict was read Streeter showed 
no emotion. Attorneys March and Rock- 
well, for McManners and Hoeldtke, asked 
for a new trial on behalf of all of the defend- 
ants. Attorneys Charles Hughes and Pierce, 
for Streeter, and Attorney Shreeves, co- 
counsel for McManners, were not resent in 
court 


Streeter Still Hopeful.

ASSET CURRENCY PLAN. 


Need for Relief in Times of 


Stringeney Explained and 
Branch Banking Opposed. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 3.— [Special. The 
annual report on the firances of the United 
States government was submitted to the 
house of representatives today by Leslie 
M. Shaw, secretary of the treusury. The 
most important part of the secretary's re- 
port deals with the inability of the country's 
present banking system to afford an increased 
circulation when money becomes tight.“ 
Additional circulation will be necessary, Mr. 


@haw says, and he believes that one of two 


policies must be adopied: Either the gov- 
ernment debt must be perpetuated as a basis 
for national bank circulation, and additional 
bonds issued as occasion may require, or 
gome other system must be provided. He 
gces so far as to say that he sees no objection 
to the issuance by national banks of circula- 
tion based upon general assets if properly 
sufeguarded, instead of upon re 
bonds alone, as at present. 


Banking System Is Imperfect. 


che secretary's argument on this subject 


ie as follows: 

"Recent events not only justify but en- 
force the conclusion that our banking sys- 
tem is imperfect. During certain months 
of the year interest rates dropped danger- 
ously dangerous in the sense that spec- 
When the 
thme arrived for moving crops rates ad- 
vanced alarmingly high. Meantime the 
price of government bonds rendered the 
maintenance of national bank circulation 
unprofitabie, and this class of currency was 
retired with great rapidity. 

Phe department exerted every influence 
within its authority to counteract this nat- 
ural contraction. During the early spring 
the surplus revenues were deposited with 
national banks upon satisfactory security, 
but preference was given to such Institutions 
as maintained their limit of circulation. 
Then, during the months when rates of in- 
terest were low, no deposits were made. 

Later in the season, when it became ap- 
parent that some measure of financial strin- 
gency was certain to arise, the department 
suggested to certain depository banks the 
wisdom of making preparation for the issu- 
ance of additional circulation. This sugges- 
tion was submitted to eighteen of the larger 
institutions located in central reserve cities, 
to which fifteen responded with orders for 
printing $12,000,000 circulation, and in the 
actual issuance of something over $7,000,000. 
Later additional deposits were made, but 
they were made mostly with such banks as 
agreed to increase their circulation by an 
amount equal to and frequently double the 
deposit. 

In this way . $4,000,000 more circulation 
wee secured. Still later an offer was made 
to accept as security for deposits already 


‘made the substitution of state and certain 


municipal bonds at 75 per cent of their face 
value in lieu of government bonds then on 
deposit, on condition that the government 
bonds thereby released should be made the, 
In this way 
about $15,000,000 circulation was induced. 
Thus, by means of these several methods, 
the department secured in round figures $26, - 
000,000 increase of circulation from the na- 
tional banks holding government deposits. 


Decrease in Bank Circulation. 

* During the twelve months from Nov. 20, 
1901, to Nov. 20, 1002, 467 new banks were 
chartered, with a capital of over $30,000,000, 
and an initial circulation aggregating, in 
round numbers, $7,500,000, while the capital 
of existing national banks was increased 
more then, $43,006,000. The increase in cir- 
culation/héwever, during the twelve months 
was only about 500.000. Thus it is mani- 


Test that but for the extraordinary induce- 
ments offered by the department national 


bank circulation would have contracted dur- 
Ing’ the year, notwithstanding the ofganiza- 
tion of new banks and the aggregate increase 
in national bank capital of about $75,000,000. 
In fact, national bank circulation did de- 
crease nearly $6,000,000 during the fiscal year 
ending on June 30. The efforts of the depart- 
ment to increase circulation were not resort- 
ed — until after that date. Fully $50,000,000 
Increase could have been secured had the 
law permitted its rapid retirement when no 
longer needed. 

The reason for this tendency toward con- 
traction is apparent. Government bonds are 
scearce, and those outstanding are held in 
large part by trust estates, savings banks, 
and insurance companies, and are not avail- 
able for circulation. The bonds that are on 
the market are held at prices which render 
their use as security for circulation un- 
profitable whenever the rate or interest s.p- 
proximaies 6 per cent. 

The frequent purchase and retirement of 
bonds renders the amount available for cir- 
culation gradually less, while a rapidly grow- 
ing population, additional banking facilities, 
and expanding trade suggest the need of an 
ever increasing circulation. I therefore be- 
lieve the time has arrived when it will be 
necessary to adopt one of two policies; either 
the goverument debt must be perpetuated as 
® basis for national bank circulation, and ad- 
ditional bonds issued as occasion may re- 
ee or some other system must be pro- 


Refunding Is Doubtful Expedient. 

“ By the act of congress, approved March 
14, 1900, the department is authorized to re- 
fund all bonded indebtednere maturing prior 
to 1925. This discretion would have been 
exercised as far as possible but for the fact 
that if present conditions continue the gov- 
ermment will be in funds sufficient to dis- 


charge this indebtedness at the time it ma- 


tures. The question has, therefore, present- 
ed itself for solution: Shall the department, 
as the agent of the government, secure ad- 
@itional time upon an indebtedness not yet 
@ue, when there is fair prospect that it can 
be met according to its terms? 

There is one other reason why the re- 
funding of this indebtedness is deemed of 
Goultful expediency. Whenever there is a 
surplus of funds in the treasury, and finan- 
clal conditions make it advisable that it be 
released, it becomes necessary to purchase 
Sq@mernment bonds. At present there is no 
other way to put accumulated surplus rev- 
enues promptly in circulation. 

The available bonds are not held by banks 
or by business concerns. So, whenever the 
government is a purchaser, the price is 
promptly advanced. This is not mentioned 
for the purpose of criticising those who may 
hold bonds as an investment or for specula- 
tien. but simply to state an important factor 
in the equation. Should the bonds falling 
due in the near future be permitted to ma- 
ture, they can be extended at a low rate of 
interest, payable on demand, and the holders 
thereof can no longer dictate prices to the 
government. Had the department, however, 
exercised the discretion with which it is 

clothed by the act referred to, and offered to 
refund, it is probable that a large portion of 
the outstanding indebtedmess of the gov- 
ernment would have been presented and a

Criticism of Branch Banking. 


I am not prepared at this time to recom- 
mend branch banks. Recent events con- 
firm a previous pinion. that the peculiar 
conditions of this country would not be con- 
served by such a policy.

It may 
be conceded also that the system works well 
in some countries, but no other country 
has such a diversified and widely separated 
interests as this. |In order that the parent 
bank shall be able to serve widely separated 
communities, it must first understand the 
needs of these communities, and neither ex- 
perience and observation justifies the con- 
clusion that such intimacy is likely to exist. 
I think a far better course, for the present, 
at least, would de to provide an elastic cur- 
rency, available nf every banking commu-

cality. This, I nk, can be accomplished 
eltiher in the way 1 have intimated or by 
several other methods. ; 

“ The department recommends no one pla 
to the exclusion of all others.

4 I believe the treasury of the United States 
would be in less danger with an express pro- 
vision for the exchangea bility of gold and 
silver than under existing laws, At the pres- 
ent time the treasury furnishes all the gold 
needed, whatever the purpose for which it is 
demanded; and certainly no more would be 
required for commerce, and not as much for 
hoarding, should all doubt as tq the status of 
silver be removed. On the contrary. if all 
forms of money were made the equivalent of 
gold, then all occasion for hoarding one coin 
more than another would vanish. and the 
danger to the treasury would be diminished 
instead of being increased. The ability of 
this government to fulfill its promises has 
never been questioried, but doubts arising 
trom unexpected policies have caused more

“ Should it be deemed pliers 
‘the exchangeability of gold and silver, then 
‘national bank notes might be made payable 
in gold. In this way there would be shifted 
to the banks the greater burden of furnishing 
gold for domestic use and for export, and 
this, in the event of an unfavorable balance 
of trade; might prove of great advantage to 
the government. It would be manifestly un- 
just as well as illogical to require banks 
‘to redeem their notes in gold so long. as 
legal tender silver remains irredeemable and, 
unexchangeable. 

“ There can be no valid reason, legal, eco- 
nomic, or equitable, why the government 
should not redeem in gold all its own obliga-

Wants Gold and Silver on Parity. 

An important recommendation of the sec- 
retary is that there be an express provision 
of law for the exchangeability of gold and | 
sitver coins at parity by the treasury. In 
his discussion of this matter Mr. Shaw re- 
verts to the financial panic of 1893, whose 
eause he finds in the hoarding of gold on 
account of a fear that greenbacks and treas- 
ury notes might be redeemed’ in unpro- 
gp worth 54 cents in gold. Subse- 
quently, he says, on March 14. 1900. Congress, 
„ recognizing that the parity of the demand 
obligations of the government could not long 
be maintained when redeemable in anything 
other than stand coin, expressly provided 
for theredemptionof greenbacks and treasury 
notes in gold. © provision has yet been 
made for the redemption of Silver or its ex- 
‘change for gold. There are now outstanding, 
in round figures, 550,000,000 coined silver dol- 
lars, of material worth not 54 cents each, as 
in 1893. but less than 40 cents each, and there 
is no express provision of law to protect the 
holder should public revenue again fall below 
current expenses and gold cease to flow auto 
the treasury.“ He continues: 

It is true that by acts of congress silver | 
is receivable for customs dues and other 
debts, but the same law existed in 1893, and it | 
reserves to the government the right to pay 
in silver and compels its creditors to accept | 
the same at par. It is doubtful if the solv- 
ency of a business man could be established 
by his agreeing to accept his own obliga- 
tlons on debts due to himself, while refusing 
to redeem the same in any money his cred- 
itors designate. He might escape litigation 
so long as he remained a great creditor and 
a small debtor, but not afterward, and at no 
time would his business fail 
fer. 

“National bank notes secured by a 
special deposit of government bonds,“ the 
principal and interest of most of which are 
payable in gold, but the notes themselves are 
payable in ‘lawful money,’ which includes 
irredeemable silver dollars, more than 60 
per cent flat. | 

In 1893 there were outstanding, roundly, | 
$346,000,000 in United States notes, and 8147. 
000,000 in treasury notes, all redeemable in 
coin, and the cheapest 2 in which eee 
notes could have been redeemed was worth 
54 cents in gold.

OIL TANK ON SHIP BLOWS UP 
AND ELEVEN MEN ARE LOST. 


Steamer Progress Wrecked et Docks in 
San Francisco and Heavy Damage 


San Cal., Dec. 3.—[ 1, jJ-- 
The explosion of a big oil tank in the hold 
of the iron steamer Progreso at the wharf 
of the Fulton iron,works wrecked the ves- 
sel, caused the destruction of the wharf, 
and eleven men who were on the boat are 
missing or dead. Over two score are in- 
jured or burned. 

Some of the men lost and some of those 
injured were sailers, while others were me- 
the vessel from a coal burner to an oil 
burner, 

The explosions took place at 9: o'clock, 
while forty mechanics of the iron works 
and twentysemployés of the ship were on 
beard. Most of the mechanics were busy 
below decks, when one of the oil tanks blew 
up.’ Men were hurled against the steel wall, 
and a sheet of flame came sweeping into their 
feces. On the upper deck men were hurled 
iato the air or thrown ‘into the water. 

A stream of burning oil frunning from the 
tanks spread out until the p lay on waves 
of fire. The flames crept under the wharf 
and soon the timbers were blazing, adding 
to the difficulty of the work of rescue. 

The loss to the Fulton company by the 
wrecking of the building and the burning of 
the wharf will exceed $20,000. Itisestimated 
that the Progreso was worth about $175,000, 
The explosion shook all the buildings at 
Harbor View and the shock was felt for a.

This organization, which will have a mem- 
bership of about 150,000 men employed on 
the western railroads, will embrace the 
engineers, firemen, conductors, and trajn- 
men, and possibly the railroad telegraphers. 
Its object will be a better understanding 
among the different branches of. employés. 
so they may work together to obtain better 
wages and conditions. 

The federation will be the outgrowth of 
the general move for higher wages which 
is in progress. If the managers of the roads 
determine to grant the requests of the men 
the idea of the federation may fall short of 
the plans. From results thet have been 
secured, however, it is not believed that the 
outcome of present negotiations will be sat- 
isfactory. 


| Demands on Two Roads. 

Joint committees of engineers and firemen 
were in consultation yesterday with the 
management of the Northwestern and St. 
Paul roads, and the conductors and trainmen 
are in joint session at the Sherman house. 

The men demand ifiéreases of from 10 to 15 
per cent. The St. Paul has offered them from 
5 to 8 per cent advance, which has been re- 
fused.

This was what Prof. Clark said at the Bap- 
tist banquet: 

Phere ate tim boch that 1 would place 
as the best to read: They are: ‘ Ivanhoe,’ 
Adam Bede,’ On the Heights,’ John Hali- 
fax, Gentleman, Vanity Fair,’ Scarlet 
Letter.“ Last Days of Pompeii,’ David 
Copperfield,’ Les and Hypa- 
tia.’ 


First of all Prof. Clark’s fellow instructors 
at Northwestern shrugged their shoulders 
and declined to criticise, favorably or unfa- 
vorably, the selections of a member of their 
own faculty. 

All who would discuss the list seemed sur- 
prised that it included nothing but fiction, 
but even taking it for granted that Prof. 
Clark meant it to represent only the best 
books of fiction, opinion was divided as to 
the right of all the books mentioned toa 
place in such a catalogue. 

One professor at the University of Chicago 
gaid that any such list was quite valueless 
because the selection was inevitably too ac- 
cidental, that the list of books given was 
neither fish, flesh, nor: fowl, and that such 


n selection’ was of no interest to any one, as 


it contained neither news nor naughtiness, 
„and a thing must have one or the other,“ 
| an." the professor, to be interesting at 
Triggs' Sly Dig at Mawspapers. 
Prof. Oscar Lovell Triggs, when asked his 


| opinion, said: 


I think the list given is thoroughly repre- 
sentative. It contains the best works of of the 
author's named, and one ought hardly to in- 
clude two books of one writer. I see most of 
Prof. Clark's books are of English or Ameri- 
can authorship. But, as he includes Victor 
Hugo, he does not wholly exclude writers in 
other than the English language. That being 
the case, I think his Ust of the greatest books 
ought to contain something from Tolstoi and 
Zola. ‘Anna Karenina of Tolstoi and 
‘Travail’ of Zola perhaps would be the first 
I should choose. 

11 do not think, however, that a list of 
‘ten best books’ ought to be limited*to fle- 
tion. It should embrace history, biography, 
philosophy, and science. For history I 
should recommend Green's History of. the 
English People’ or Parkman's ‘American 
History.’ For science I should choose Dar- 
win's

Clark objects to spending much time on 
newspapers, I can't see why he includes 
‘The Last Days of Pompeil,’ for it, in my 
opinion, is scarcely better than the news- 
paper. All of the books he mentions have 
been written since 1800. He leaves out 
much before that time which fs of superior 
merit. Of the list I should pick not more 
than five, and to choose the other five i 
should require time. The five I mean are 
Vanity Fair,’ David Copperfield.“ Scar- 
let Letter,’ Adam Bede,’ and, I think, Les 

iserables.’ ‘Ivanhoe’ is not so good a 

presentative of Scott as Old Mortality.’ 
‘Hypatia’ is rather disorganized, though 
it is a picture of a disorganized time. ‘ Un 
the Heights’ is not well, si ya khown to 
be included.“ 


Hild Takes out Three. 
“As he has named only works of fiction,” 
said Librarian Fred Hild of the Chicago 
Public library, I take it that I must do the 


same. If you want to know the ten novels 


which I prefer I will tell you by scratching 
three of Prof. Clark's selections from the 
list. For ‘John Halifax’ I would substl- 
tute ‘The Three Guardsmen,’ by Dumas; in 
place of On the Heights I will name Rob- 
ert Louis Stevenson's Treasure Island,’ 
and, as I do not like George Eliot's works, I 
shall gladly let Charles Reade’s ‘ Cloister 
and the Hearth’ take the place of * Adam 
Bede.“ Otherwise the list prepared by Prof. 
Clark is satisfactory. Of course. ‘Tom 
Jones might be named. It is a classic, but 
is ‘dry’ reading. ‘ Robinson Crusoe’ might 
be inserted, too, but I prefer ‘ Treasur 
Island.’ It is difficult to make a list of t: 
books and say ‘they are the best.’ I would 
far rather name a hundred. Whenever I see 
a list of bodks like this I think of James 
Payn's essay on ‘Sham admiration in Lit- 
erature.’ 


Substitutions by Supt. Cooley. 
Superintendent of Schools Cooley was no 
less hasty in scratching “ On the Heights 
from the list than was Mr. Hild. Mr. Cooley 
substituted ‘‘ Henry Es mond for Adam 
Bede.“ He was enthusiastic over his selec- 
tion of Stevenson's Kidnaped as one of 
the list of ten. I will put in the Three 
Musketeers,’ too, he said, and will substitute 
Scott's Old Mortality for Ivanhoe.“ Old 
Mortality is my favorite of Scott's works. 
‘The Tale of Two Cities must have a place 
on the list, too. To make room for these I 
will scratch On the Heights,’ ‘ Ivanhoe,’ 
Adam Bede, John Halifax, Gentleman,’ 
Hypatia, and The Last Days of Pompeii 
from the list prepared by Prof. Clark.“
